January 1954— December 1975 


It is rare indeed, these days, for any master to spend 22 terms, let alone 22 
years, at one and the same school. But when such master was boarded medically 
unfit and given a disability pension BEFORE joining the Allan Wilson Staff, this 
feat of endurance becomes even more remarkable — if not unique. 

Although some boys who received the rough end of Bert’s tongue, will probably 
question my Spelling of the word “medically”, there are few indeed who do not 
admire his fighting spirit. And it is a tribute to Bert, and his wife Iris, and even 
perhaps to Allan Wilson, that all survived his entry to the teaching profession as 
woodwork master in 1954. Having settled down, he arranged to use his classes 
on the building of the Beit Hall. He also found time to take over Newton House, act 
as Careers Master, keep the Scripture Union flag flying, build the cricket score- 
board, extend the Beit Hall stage, and in between times, ensure that the Allied Arts 
Shield and the SATCOY cup took up, all but permanent residence, at the school for 
its woodwork exhibits. 

Whatever physical disabilities Bert had, there was nothing wrong with either 
his sight or his vocal chords, and many of today’s prefects can bear testimony to 
this fact. For they, and countless others, have been brought up sharp at vast 
distances when taking the cycle track northwards from the cycle shed, or having 
pie hands in their pockets, or slovenly dress, or some other misdemeanour or 
elony. 

Bert took his part in the preparation of boys for manhood very seriously. 
Perhaps even too seriously. But he did participate in many lighter moments. The 
picture many will have of Bert, is that of their woodwork master Sitting jauntily 
at the revolving planer wearing his bowling hat. Its predecessor met an untimely 
end which deserves recording. On this occasion, having switched the planer off, 
but not allowing for its momentum, Bert strode in showman fashion to his class, 
the while removing his hat which he threw with a flourish behind him on the 
planer. His aim was perfect and much to the delight of the class his hat vanished 
between the revolving blades. 

Staff like boys come and go. Some make their mark, others leave barely a 
ripple. Bert and his limp, his stick and at the end, his wheel-chair cut many a 
groove, the effects of which are perhaps even now apparent in the fighting spirit 
his boys are showing on our borders. 

Allan Wilson wishes Iris and Bert every happiness in the future, and thanks 
them for the 22 years they unstintingly gave to the school.

Headmaster’s Address — Speech Day, 1976 


Professor Christie, Mr. Grant, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

We live in exciting, changing times. Times that require courage and clarity of 
thought as never before. However, there is a tendency to feel that you a’ the indi- 
vidual are a victim of circumstance, that no decisions can now be made, that you 
must just allow yourself to be swept along with the tide, blown about by the winds 
of change. 

I believe that you cannot abdicate from the basic human responsibility — the 
responsibility to think for yourself. Man’s mind is his basic tool of survival. Life is 
given to him, survival is not. To remain alive he must act, and before he can act 
he must know the nature and purpose of his action, in other words he must think. 
But to think is an act of choice. In any hour or issue of your life you are free to 
think or to evade the effort of thinking. If you exercise your mind, if you think 
according to a code of values, you are fulfilling your purpose in life. If you refuse 
to think, if you refuse to make moral choices, if you “drop out’, you are guilty of 
the greatest of all sins. You are escaping the responsibility of judgement and you 
do not deserve to survive. 

Morality — that is integrity, self-discipline, a sense of right and wrong — is not 
dependent upon instruction in a school. It is dependent upon society’s acceptance 
of certain ultimate standards; it is dependent upon a family unit founded on love; 
and above all it is dependent upon you, the individual exercising your right to think 
for yourself. 

What I am trying to say is that a school is only as good as the boys who are 
in it. Certain standards can be set, certain facilities provided, certain guidance 
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can be given by the staff. but you boys, must exercise your minds, you must make 

moral choices and then act upon them. We may gain 100% exam successes, we 

may beat Prince Edward at rugby, we may win the drama festival, but if we have 
© :noral sense of right and wrong we are nothing a’ a school. 


Although we cannot then measure the success of the school in material terms 
alone, we can certainly look at the year 1976 against the background of what I have 
said. 


We are entering our third year of unselected entry to Allan Wilson, and the 
R.C.E. exams and preparations for apprenticeships will become more important 
in 1977-78 than has been the case. The R.C.E. is really intended as a terminal 
exam for certain pupils aiming at apprenticeships, and this must be recognised by 
pupils and parents alike. The essential point is that all pupils realise their full 
potential, whether that ceiling be R.C.E. or ‘A’ level. To this end we have established 
a short report system, which involves regular visits to the classroom by the Deputy 
Headmaster, the Senior Master and myself, and reports to parents of boys doing 
particularly well or badly. We have started a ‘Guidance for Living’ programme 
in Forms 4, 5 and 6, that has enabled us to bring in outside speakers on career, 
social problems and what to expect in adult life. We have discussed aptitude test 
results with parents and our Careers Master is available for consultation with 
parents and pupils every week. In addition all parents have had an opportunity to 
consult with the teaching staff and Form I parents have been given a chance to 
look around the school and get to know us. I believe that communication, whether 
it be between child and parent, pupils and teacher, or parent and school; is all 
important. If there are gaps, generation or otherwise, they are of our own making, 
and we must bridge them. I emphasise that I am always available to pupils and 
parents. We must work together to achieve our goals and we can only do this by 
communicating. 

Our 1975 exam results were as I indicated at the A.G.M. of the P.T.A., very 
pleasing. In the R.C.E. only 8 of our 44 boys failed to pass all 5 subjects at the 
higher level, and 6 achieved distinction marks in 3 subjects. Our percentage passes 
at ‘O’ level were above 65% in all but 3 subjects, and we were particularly pleased 
with the results from our 5B2. At ‘M’ level our Physics and Chemistry results 
showed a fantastic improvement on 1974: three pupils gained top symbols in all 
subjects and 23 qualified first time for university entrance. Our Upper Sixth 
achieved 100% pass in Maths and History, while 20 boys qualified for university 
entrance on their ‘A’ levels. David Weekes passed with the symbol ‘A’ in Maths, 
Physics, Electronics and Chemistry, and both Mike Addison and Phillip Smith 
were awarded Government Scholarships on their ‘A’ level results. 


I do not lay great store by these statistics and percentage passes, but I delight 
in seeing young men realise their full academic potential, just as I applaud the 
initiative and involvement of so many boys outside the classrooms. Our school 
Newsletter has continued to be popular to both writer and reader alike, and the 
Interact Club has reached its fund-raising target of $500 required to send an 
adviser to the T.T.L. We have worked on establishing a School Roll of Honour 
and at Shangani Day this year it will be read for the first time. 


We have made a concerted effort to produce a first-class school magazine and 
through the efforts of boys and staff, everyone should receive a copy of a ‘debt-free’ 
magazine before the end of the year. Inter-House dramatics and public speaking 
are now well established and M. Meltzer reached the open finals of the Inter-Schoo!s 
speaking competition. The boys showed talent and enthusiasm by producing a 
successful Variety Concert for P.T.A. funds, and 16 senior boys accompanied 
Mr. Law and myself on a Prefects’ Training camp. We have very active Art, 
Printing and Engineering Clubs, while both the Rifle and Weights Clubs have 
constantly to restrict membership. 


Our Chess players continue to have great success in the local leagues, while 
Debating Society, Photographic Club and Electronics prove a8 popular as ever. 
A Junior Science Club has begun to flourish, and there seems no end to the variety 
of activities initiated by staff and boys. In fact, our P.T.A. has proved just as 
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resourceful and we congratulate the parents’ quiz team on reaching the quarter- 
finals of the National Foods Schools Quiz. 


Our grounds are in superb condition and our squash court has recently been 
given a face lift. We have acquired an additional] lorry. fenced the whole school 
property and planted more shrubs and trees. In this connection I feel that we are 
particularly lucky to have a groundsman like Mr. Pollard, who has identified 
himself completely with the school and takes such a vital interest in its buildings, 
grounds and pupils. 


As with other activities, our sporting emphasis has been on diversity, and 
there can be few schools that offer a greater range of sports. Virtually every boy 
in the school is involved, as are most members of staff. Apart from the main sports 
of cricket, athletics, rugby, hockey, water polo and swimming, we have maintained 
our lead in school rowing, produced an enthusiastic gymnastics club, played tennis, 
table-tennis, badminton, squash, soccer and basketball. Perhaps the highlight of 
the sporting year was our rugby victory over Prince Edward on their home ground 
—the only game they lost this year. Once again, however, the most pleasing 
aspect to me was the tenacity and spirit of the team and the tremendous spectator 
support from the school. 


Our cricket and hockey teams both played well at times, as did our water polo 
side, and with a large number of younger players coming back to school, we look 
forward to even better results in 1977. The rugby team had a successful tour to 
Kimberley, the lst XI took part in the schools festival in September, and our rowers 
made several successful trips to regattas in South Africa. Our gymnasts competed 
for the first time in the schools competition and won acclaim for their vaulting 
display, while our cross-country runners, and swimmers have participated regularly 
throughout the Season. 


Ladies and gentlemen, I have painted a picture of a busy school, and some of 
you may well ask if we are trying to do too much. I honestly don’t think we are. 
Busy people are the happiest people, the more you have to do, the more you 
manage to do. I have yet to meet the schoolboy who passes his exams because he 
gives up games, or refuses to take part in the school play. In fact, the reverse is 
often the case and my advice to you, whether at school or in adult life, is get 
involved, for only through participation and involvement can you achieve 
satisfaction. 


It is my fervent desire that Allan Wilson will continue to offer the ‘full’ life 
to its pupils, but this depends to a large extent on the quality of its teaching staff. 
If our school is to maintain its standards and continue to provide the sort of edu- 
cation you expect, we must have teachers of the right calibre. This type of person 
is rare because not only is he academically able, but he is a person of initiative and 
wide interests and he gives liberally of his time: Saturdays regularly, Sundays and 
week nights often. It is only because we have such people on our staff that we can 
provide a ‘full’ education here at Allan Wilson. Our staff is a fine blend of en- 
thusiasm and experience and, more important, has developed into a stable team. 
We were exceptionally lucky to acquire, as our Deputy Headmaster, Mr. Tony Law, 
and I thank him for his dedication, leadership and above all his unfailing good 
humour. It is never easy to fill a post in an acting capacity, but Mr. Tinker, in his 
term as Deputy Headmaster did a sterling job, and Mr. Ronnie Todd, as Senior 
Master, has been a tower of strength throughout the year. Even in these trouble- 
some times, we are proud to note that we are only losing one member of staff at the 
end of the year, and that Mrs. Tozer came back from retirement in very poor 
health, to see her Sixth Form through their final exams this November. 


There really is no more valuable or satisfying career than teaching and it is 
my hope that some of our top-class school leavers will feel the urge to teach. For, 
if they do not, make no mistake, the quality and capacity of our educational system 
will fall as surely as it has in countries to the north of us.

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Careers 


Alli ends his 
career as a 
helicopter pilot. 


Deciding on a career iS never an easy job and in times like the present becomes 
increasingly difficult. A few lucky boys become obsessed with a career idea early in 
life and this idea never changes. Some boys change their ideas frequently, other’ just 
do not worry about it until they leave school. 

One thing that is certain is that boys today are finding choices more difficult 
than ever, because inevitably at 18 years old they have to face the prospect of 18 
months (or more) in the Security forces. This naturally tends to make them feel 
‘why bother with a career anyhow, as I am tied and can do nothing about it at 
the present”. Some of us who had to do long service in the war can sympathise, 
but nevertheless we still feel something can be done about it. 

For this reason the following suggestions are made, not as being inevitably 
right for all boys, but as ideas to be thought about. 

First of all consider the actual service period. Most young men will now be 
called to the forces for a period of 18 months continuous service. For the following 
18 months they will be liable to recall for periods of service as required by the 
forces, so that virtually for three years they will have little or no control over their 
future careers. For this they receive National Service payment which is low. It is 
worth considering the Army, Police or Internal Affairs for a period of three years or 
even the Air Force in a technical position. Pay will be much better and a basis for 
a potential career with even university chances for pupils with the right qualifications 
are established. If the career is not to an individual’s liking he can still leave after 
the minimum service and go elsewhere. 

If this idea is not acceptable, then it is very important to give very Serious 
consideration to future careers and the all-important question as to when to leave 
school. In the past there has been a tendency for parents, and to a lesser extent 
schools, to encourage boys to stay at school as long as possible and go as far as 
possible. As a result boys often eventually get one “O” level or no ‘““M” or “A” 
levels after long periods of study. Now it may be very necessary to consider looking 
very carefully at potential ability, and accepting for some boys that the natural 
ceiling of scholastic attainment is R.C.E. lower, R.C.E. higher or “O” level as the 
case may be. Therefore where it is suggested that a boy writing R.C.E. is unlikely 
io obtain reasonable “O” levels, parents should seriously consider entering these boys 
for apprenticeships in the R.C.E. year. 

In a recent talk to the senior pupils of this school, the Principal of the Salisbury 
Polytechnic stressed that an apprentice who was well on the way with his apprentice- 
ship studies, by the date he was due for call-up, was often allowed to finish critical 
sections or even the whole of his studies before being called-up. This meant that the 
break in training was not serious. On the other hand, boys just entering apprentice- 
ships received no such consideration and it would be necessary in their cases for 
training to start again after the service period. 

Similarly at “O” level: A boy who has probably reached the top of his tree 
would be better advised to get out to start a career, than just waste a year aiming 
for “M” levels, and either failing or getting through in one subject. 


There is no intention here to frighten out of school those who can obviously 
go further with their academic education but, rather, as time has to be spent in 
the services, to save valuable time for those who will not benefit greatly from 
further school education. It is often found that a boy who does little at school, is 
cften much better motivated in his further education when he actually starts work. 
Education is a continuing process, and the school section of the process is very 
suitable to some pupils, but of far less value to others. 

Finally it is worth repeating that the teachers, the parents, and the boys, are 
all looking for the best future for the boys themselves. Sometimes we teachers tend 
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to become interested in examination results, rather than boys, and we who are 
parents tend to get our own ambitions mixed up with our children’s future welfare. 
Let us remember that it is the boy’s career that matters and think honestly in that 
direction. 

Finally, the careers section is here to help and advise in all ways possible. We 
are available at 2 p.m. every Wednesday, and if necessary, at other times. We par- 
ticularly wish to help old boys who have been called-up and need advice.

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ELECTRONICS CLUB 


Electronics Club has been well supported this year with enthusiastic interest 
from our U16 especially, and a few L6 pupils. 

The major project on the agenda has been the construction of a new solid-state 
amplifier for school purposes. The original designs were completed by Mr. Byerley 
in 1975 and M. Maggs commenced the construction. By 1976 it was about 25% 
complete and Van Heerden then proceeded to finish it. The major problem en- 
countered has been the enormous delay in obtaining the rather specialised compo- 
nents. Its first rea] test was in the Allan Wilson Variety concert during the second 
term and it was a great success. It has been christened the “Merv Super Sixth” after 
its designer. 

It is a stereo amplifier rated at 30 watts per channel which is adequate for all 
school purposes. For the technically minded, the tone control, which is extremely 
important, is a hi-fi amp. It has a Bailey-Burrows configuration which is essentially 
a boosted Baxandall circuit. This bass and treble range is more or less 15dB. The 
Total Harmonic Distortion for the tone control and pre-amplifier circuits is less 
than 0,1¢¢. The output power is supplied by two complementary, Darlington, inte- 
grated circuit transistors, their main features being a gain of 1000 and a current 
handling capability of 10 amps. 

The Electronics club will be interested in constructing similar amps, at a reason- 
able price if any parties are interested in them. 

Some successful experimental work has been carried out on a Class A type am- 
plifier using O.C.45 germanium transistors (off which we have hundreds) in parallel. 
Total Harmonic Distortion of under ,05% was obtained at about 2W output. 

The prototype dimmer circuit has been completed by Balmer of L6 using an 8 
amp Triac. We will uSe this circuit in 16 such units which we hope to install in a 
more modern lighting control system in the Beit Hall if funds are available. 

A future project is some experimental work with short range frequency modu- 
lated (F.M.) transmission and reception. Some useful work on short wave Ampli- 
tude modulated (A.M.)| transmisson was carried out by M. Maggs during the last 
term of 1975. 

I would like to add that Leon van Heerden put in a lot of hard work in the 
very professional-like combustion, lay-out, and appearance of the new school ampli- 
fier together with his useful and successfullv incorporated suggestions on balance 
and tone-control.

1975-76 Season 


This season Allan Wilson Rowing Club has put eight 
crews on the water and the main rowing terms are now the 
Ist and 3rd. Faced with transport difficulties this year, gener- 
ally only mid-week outings to Mazoe were possible until Mr. 
Hoskings lent us his truck and two camps were run apart from extra practices. 
Mr. Evans assisted our senior oarsmen by organising circuit and weight training. 
In addition to this cross country running became part of the club training pattern. 
This exercise benefited the breathing, leg power and stamina showed up not only 
in rowing but in running, where O’Rourke, Martin, Barnes and Cooke proved that 
they were as effective in running over 1500 metres as they were on the water. 


There has been greater competition this year and results have exceeded ex- 
pectation. Early in the year the Allan Wilson A crew were worthy winners in the 
Rhodesian Rowing Association League regatta series where they won the first 
division and also achieved the fastest time for a Rhodesian crew for several seasons. 
The under 15 division was well contested and our Under 15A crew held off 
Marlborough Under 15A in a thrilling final. On the 14th of March in overcast 
weather with intermittent drizzle, the Allan Wilson Regatta was held. Despite 
adverse conditions the regatta proved to be successful. Much of this was due to 
Mr. Cooke, who not only reconditioned our clinker four earlier in the season, but 
provided shelter for the spectators and an officials launch for the day. A week later 
five of our crews were in Pretoria for the South African Schools championships. 
There were more than 600 competitors at the Schools championships. In the 
under 15 coxed fours our A crew was placed 5th; and in the junior first sculls 
event, over 1500 metres, in which, there were eighteen competitors. Brian Martin 
was second behind Newenham of Selborne and Barnes was 6th. Barnes was 
unfortunate in suffering cramp after leading for 750 metres. 

O’Rourke unfortunately had a breakdown with the boat he was using; however 
he proved his ability later in the season. Then our top scullers went to the Transvaal 
and S.A. open championships. B. Martin emerged as Junior Open Sculls champion 
in both regattas and O’Rourke the Under 15 champion in both also. C. Barnes 
was second in the S.A. Championships and G. Cooke third; whilst O. Barnert was 
second in Senior D fours. S. Fitzgerald and Barnes competed in the Rhodesian senior 
eight. 

There were other good performances during the season. At the Rhodesian 
championships the school won the club championships ahead of Hunyani Rowing 
Club, the University of Rhodesia and other schools. Our D crew with Zeigler at 
stroke registered their best win after only a fair Season. In the Under 15 fours 
with Earle at stroke and Mansell in the crew a new record was established, which 
had previously been held by Marlborough. Then to round off a good season in the 
Scullers head regatta over 6000 metres Brian Martin was first and G. Cooke second, 
ahead of the seniors in other clubs. 

This year the Under 14 and Under 15C, and in the open division the C and D 
crews, have had relatively little coaching, but have persevered and benefited from 
the sport. In rowing experience and determination are essential. Other schools 
in Salisbury, notably Ellis Robins and Marlborough are acquiring new equipment, 
and they are setting good standards on the water which augurs well for the future.

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A SHORT HISTORY OF KARATE-DO 


Karate-do has a meaning in itself. The actual phrase, karate-do, means, “the 
way of the empty hand”. “Kara”, means empty, “te”? means hand, and “do” means 
the way of. The phrase does not contradict itself, as there are no weapons involved. 
As soon as a weapon is included, it becomes the way of that weapon, even though 
there might be karate blows incorporated. Take, for instance, bo-jutsee: one 
may block another person’s blow, and incorporate a karate blow. However, there 


i$ no actual karate in it, because the weapon has the priority, and the “do” is still 
the bo-jutsee. 


Karate-do originated in the Indus Valley four or five centuries before Christ. 


Yoga, which is an ancient Indian art, has an effect on karate in general, but particu- 
larly on breathing patterns. 


These techniques were brought to China by a Buddhist monk called Daruma (or 
in Chinese, Bodidharma) in the sixth century A.D. Daruma founded the monastery 
of Shorin-ji in the Chinese province of Hu-nan. He is also credited with the found- 
ing of Zen a branch of Buddhism which is used extensively in the martial arts. 


Daruma taught his followers a fighting art which was later adapted, and became 
Karate and Kung-fu. 


The Northern Chinese people learned this fighting art. The Northern Chinese 
people were, at the time, nomadic horsemen. Therefore, they developed strong legs. 
They preferred kicking and jumping techniques. The Northern Chinese style in- 


fluenced Tae Kwon Do, or Korean karate, which is why it is so much more spectacu- 
lar to watch. 


Tje Okinawans soon discovered this way of fighting, although they did not 
adopt it completely, until the Japanese forbade them to carry weapons. This gave 
rise to an increase in crime, as the thieves had no competition. The people of 
Okinawa then developed the art of the “tang” had, (as it was called then) to a 
lethal way of fighting. 


In 1917, a member of the Japanese Ministry of Education invited Funakoshi 
Gichin, a master of tang to give demonstrations around Japanese schools. They 
were so well received that in 1923, he returned to Japan to live permanently. He 
opened a doja, and called it the “Shotokan” or “Shoto’s house”, Shoto being his 
pen name. “Shotokan” was eventually the name given to the style he practised, 
which is also the style I practice. 


Other Okinawans followed Funshothhin, including ChojumMiyagi, founder of 
Goju ryn. Within 50 years, hundreds of styles have emerged. The most common of 
these styles are: Shotokan, Shukohai, Kyuhushirgai, Goju ryns. There is one style, 
Wado, founded by Hironori Otruka, which has only about one or two hundred 
followers. 


As any good riding teacher will tell you, “There is more to riding than just 
sitting on top,” this is also true of karate-do, although not exactly the same. The 
karateka’s interpretation of that phrase is “There is more to Karate-do than just 
learning how to fight”. Any person who goes to learn karate for the sake of learning 
to beat up all his enemies is just a thug. A person should go to find inner peace. 
He should get deeply involved in Zen, meditation, and should never be satisfied with 
what he already knows, but should forever be searching for more knowledge of his 
art. Not even Masutatsu Oyama, 10th Dan, and highest grade in the world, knows 
everything about karate. A white belt might be able to show Mas Oyama something 
that he didn’t know. 

If one is an expert at karate, then one should not pick fights with other people, 
or lall’y them. A karateka should avoid conflict as far as possible. Should a fight 
become inevitable, the opponent should throw the first punch, so as not to stain 
one’s honour. 


A handy phrase motto for a karateka is “There is more to karate than just 
learning how to fight’.

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MUSIC AND ITS ORIGINS 


Musical culture arose not long after the invention of primitive tools, The first 
musical instrument was the harp, which was invented through experimental pluck- 
ing of bow and arrow strings. Drums, and instruments similar to xylophones, then 
came into use during the Stone Age. These were the original parents of the piano. 
Following the percussion instruments, the wind instruments appeared. Early pipes 
were made, to produce sounds by blowing on dried reeds. 

During the Middle Ages, right up to the 18th Century, music was at its peak, 
and, consequently, the predominant culture of that time. Through this period, we 
can divide the time into three parts; Baroque, Classical, conmupuntalism, and 
Roméne. Since the rise of the 19th and 20th Centuries, contemporary, pop, and 
Serasion music has been used. 


With the progression of tune, styles and technologies change and advance. 
Music has advanced too much, and now is reverting to earlier times. The 
Associated Board of Music has predicted that by 1985, pop music will be wholly 
classical, and the classics will be contrapuntal and Baroque. A good example of the 
fantastic advance music has made is the SynthesiSer, which, through illusive sound- 
waves, Can imitate anything from a human voice to a violin. 

Music is, and always will be, the commonest form of culture. Statistics show 
that one in five people in Europe, and one in eight the world over, are musically 
accomplished in some way or other. In places where one race is alien to its environ- 
ment, such as Australia and New Zealand, and Southern Africa, racial conflict has 
smothered the forms of culture that the white man has brought with him. However, 
even in this part of the world, music is becoming more predominant, as it has done, 
the world over.

CAPE TOWN TO SALISBURY

boys cycled from Cape Town to Salisbury, a distance of 2 800 km. They were fund 
raising to build a church hall for the Anglican-Methodist combined church in 
Mount Pleasant. The boys, Neville Dorrington, 16, and his brother Andrew, 15, left 
Salisbury by car on the day before the end of term, 8th April, to join Kevin and 
Gordon Forrest in Gape ‘Town. 

Two nights were spent there before embarking on their journey homewards on 
the 15th, the Thursday before Easter when traffic was especially heavy over Du 
Toits Kloof pass, the worst climb of the trip. Neville, being the only one to have 
used deraileur much before, found the going easier and the Forrests were handi- 
capped through not having cycled during the previouS two weeks on their holiday 
in Cape Town.
